Negro policemen in the city. This article also said that a 
delegation from the group met with RAY MULLINS, County | 
Personnel Director, and promised that there would be mure 
demonstrations until Negro policemen are hired. Rev. CALVIN 
WOODS, a nember of the Executive Committee of the Alabama 
Christian Movement for Human Rights, was quoted as saying, 
"We definitely plan to have more demonstrations, perhaps as 
soon as Wednésday or Thursday.” The Rev. EDWARD CARDNER, 
Rev. N. H. WOODS, and Rev. CALVIN W. WOODS were the three 
representatives from the demonstrators who met with the 
Jefferson County Persennel Board Chairman, Mr. RAY MULLINS. 


The article stated that Mr. MULLINS talked with the 
three Negroes for about one-half hour and allowed the press 
to be present at the meeting. Mr. NULLINS reviewed the cases 
of Negroes who had attempted to qualify to become policemen. 
He said 90 had taken the test and only 11 had passed. Of 
those 11, only 4 were finally certified to become officers. 
The others who passed failed to meet physical and character 
requirements, he said. MULLINS said "that two of the four 
who were certified withdrew their names and the other two were 
removed ‘for some other reason'". According to this article, 
Nr. MOLLINS said he did not know the exact reasons the other 
two were not appointed but said that people who were certified 
had to appear within three days after notice of certification 
or they would be dropsed. "This could have been one of the 
reasons," Mr. MULLINS was quoted as saying. Mr. KULLINS also 
said that anyone who takes the test can compzre it with the 
answer sheet. "In fact, we encourage it," MULLINS stated. 
MULLINS charged that many of the Negroes who took the test 
“have been forced by your leaders to come here and they 
deliberately failed the test because they do not want the 
job." Rev. WOODS said that the situation was a moral ore and 
predicted that it will “cause a lot of unrest in Birminghan,” 
he was quoted as saying by the BIRMINGHAY POST-HERA wD article.
